At the 
closing 
session 
of the 
tw enty-first annual convention of 
the Adams County Township Super­ 
visors’ 
and 
Auditors’ 
association 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
in 
the 
court 
house, the township officials adopt­ 
ed a resolution re-affirming their 
opposition to centralization of gov­ 
ernm ent and declared for a "full re­ 
turn to the principles of home rule.” 
In 
another 
measure 
adopted 
unanimously the convention con­ 
demned act 51A, passed in the 1937 
legislature and dealing with the 
m aintenance 
of 
township 
roads. 
The act was held to have proved 
a failure through experience and 
was rated as unfair to the town­ 
ships. 
The association favors an 
am endm ent 
to 
the 
act 
whereby 
monies for maintenance would be 
paid directly to the townships’ of­ 
ficials who are responsible for the 
upkeep of the thoroughfares. 
The convention re-elected John 
H Knox, Cumberland township, as 
president and named Oliver J Way- 
bright, Freedom township, as a new' 
vice president. P. A. T. Bower, But­ 
ler township, who has been secre­ 
tary of the association since its 
form ation, was re-named to that 
post. 
M G. Rouzer, also of Butler 
township, was elected treasurer for 
another term. 
Select Convention Delegates 
George 
McKendrick, 
Franklin 
township, 
and 
A 
D. Little, Mt. 
Pleasant township, were elected as 
delegates from the county associa­ 
tion to the annual .stale supervisors’ 
convention to be held at Allentown 
on February' 7 and 8 
The alter­ 
nates are John Hockensmith, Mt. 
Pleasant township; Fremont Weigle, 
Tyrone township, and L. E. Car- 
baugh. Highland township.

G. 
VanRiper, township en­ 
gineer for the state Highway depart­ 
ment, was the first afternoon .speak­ 
er. 
He said the average township 
road tax millage in the state is now 
'12 mills and has shown a consider­ 
able decrease over the last four 
years. 
Township debts have been 
cut heavily in the same period, he 
reported. 
There are 44.100 miles of 
roads in the state now under town­ 
ship care, he reported, and 38,000 
miles of those roads are unimproved 
VanRiper also discussed m atters of 
budgets and auditors’ reports. 
Sees Return of "Home Rule" 
H. A. Thompson, secretary of the 
state supervisors’ association, a n ­ 
swered questions from the conven­ 
tion floor and advised the super­ 
visors to seek the advice of planning 
beards in meeting many of their 
problems. 
He reminded the supervisors they 
have the power to regulate the m an­ 
ufacture and sale of fireworks with­ 
in the borders of their respective 
townships. 
He told the auditors it 
is their duty to audit the accounts 
of the justices of the peace in their 
districts as well as other accounts 
regularly examined. 
Mr. Thompson reported th a t the 
prospect of success of the fight "for 
the return of home rule in Pennsyl­ 
vania is brighter than it has been 
for a num ber of years.” 
Later he 
returned to the floor to tell of the 
1938 state supervisors' convention 
ut Altoona 
G. R. Thompson, assemblyman- 
elect 
from 
this 
county, 
recalled 
road conditions and tax problems 
as they existed more than 20 years 
ago when he served as a township 
road supervisor. Thompson declared 
his intention to fight tendencies 
toward 
centralization 
of 
govern­ 
ment.

Speaking as budget secretary of 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Butt said it cost 
the commonwealth $577,000 to re­ 
move the recent heavy snow from 
the highways. 
Removal of a "normal" snowfall 
in previous winters had ranged be­ 
tween $250,000 and $300,000. 
As high as twenty-four inches of 
snow fell in some northeastern sec­ 
tions of the state over the T hanks­ 
giving 
week-end.

inches reported 
as 
an 
“all-tim e 
record" in southeastern agricultural 
counties for November. 
The expense reports, completed 
Tuesday by the state highway de­ 
partm ent and turned in to the budget 
office, cut heavily into the depart­ 
m ent’s $2,000,000 allocation for snow 
removal, intended to last through 
the winter. 
The reserve for clear­ 
ing snow-laden highways is taken 
from the motor fund. 
The commonwealth’s heaviest ex­ 
pense for snow removal in the cur­ 
rent decade was in 1935-36. year of 
the March floods in the Allegheny 
and Susquehanna watersheds, when 
$3,582,000 was spent from the motor 
fund.

“Thinking Resort” 
Caters to Merchants 


St. Louis, Mo. (AP).—Tired St. 
Louis businessmen have discovered 
Father James P. Monaghan’s ‘‘think­ 
ing resort.” 
It’s a haven, operated by Catholics 
but open also to Jews and Protestants, 
where a man can get by himself for 
meditation. 
“Isolated from the world, placed 
in an environment where there are 
beautiful gardens and a broad view 
of forest and stream, man is set to 
thinking of the spiritual side of his 
nature,” says Father Monaghan. 
From a small start the "thinking 
resort” has grown to estate size with 
ivy-colored, stone-walled buildings. 
The 
dormitory 
accommodates 50 
men. 
Men come for a four-day retreat, 


usually over the week-end and dur­ 
ing that time there is no communi­ 
cation among the guests except for a 
two-hour recreation period after din­ 
ner. Lights are out at IO p. rn. 
Executives of several of the city’s 
largest stores urge their department 
heads to visit the "white house on 
the Mississippi” once a year. It is 
so-called because it sits on white 
limestone bluffs, 18 miles south of 
St. Louis. Nearly 20.000 guests have 
enjoyed its peace. 
At the end of a retreat guests may 
make a voluntary offering but there 
is no fixed charge. Only the guest 
knows what he has contributed.
